A CHURCH AND A CITY 


On May 18, 1666, a hardy band of Puritans, representatives of the 
Congregational Church of Branford, Connecticut, founded in 1644, landed on 
the banks of the Passaic River in what was to become the City of Newark. On May 
21, 1666, the first town meeting was held, at which they affirmed their intention to 
administer “all civil and town affairs acording to God and godly government.” The 
organizational ability of Robert Treat, and the spiritual vision of the Rev. Abraham 
Pierson, combined to lay the foundations for the city and church in which we live 
and worship. 


Old First and the City of Newark are microcosms of both America’s 
churches and her cities. Each has experienced 325 years of cultural, 
demographic, technological and environmental change. There have been 
periods of struggle and victory, decay and growth, stagnation and renewal, death 
and resurrection, but faith and perseverance have prevailed. The original Newark 
is now many municipalities, while Old First has five hundred sister churches. 


The Bible tells us that Abraham “looked for a city which has foundations, 
whose builder and maker is God.” Newark’s founders had that vision. They laid 
the foundation. Faith and vision can still provide a new day for Newark, it’s First 
Church, and all who call Newark their home.
